This gen- 
Ueman is, we believe, wat in the linguage 
ot the green room, is called “a star,’ but the 
hemisphere of our theatre has recently been 
so “ fretted with goklen fire,” that ‘* stars” 
have lost much of their original brightness. - 
Mr. Hamblin has some qualifications for the 
Prince of Denmark in greater perfection than 
any Hamlet we know. He has a youthful, 
wcll fashioned and interesting figure. His eye 
is particularly fine, and his features slightly 
tinged with melancholy, and the general con- 
ception of the character ‘s not much to be 
censured, though in all the earlier scenes, he 
makes it gloomy instead of pensive. But 
there is another requisite in which Mr. H. is 
manifestly deficient. He has not that lofliest 
of all endowments—(2s needful to the actor 
as to the poet) gemus. Hence, bis Hamlet, 
with many fine passages, is but a second rate 
performaace. We would shew this beyon| 
the possibility of question, but the task would 
be ungracious. It isno great dispraise, how 
ever, to say that Mr. H. does but tolerably, 
what few or none have ever done well. There 
are two or three counsels we could give, from 
which this young gentleman might profit : He 
should avoid that “ pursing of the brow,” 
which forbids rather than attracts: he sheuld 
abate something from the measured precision 
of his movement and gesture, and fling a 
lightness and grace over the whole represen- 
tation. ‘The scenes of the closet, the play, 
and that after the play, were the best, (and 
they were good) becanse, in these, Mr. Ham- 
blin was forced, by the vehemance of passion, 
out of the rigid immoveability to which, in 
the other parts of the performance, he had 
condemned himself. Our criticism is general, 
because we wish to be kind to a gentleman of 
talents.
